DEAR SIR,— 
The reforms we are pressing for at present are as follows : 


1. ‘As the inmates of the Central Prison, Toronto, are largely boys 
or young men under 30 years of age, many of whom are quite illiterate, 
we desire that the Institution shall partake more of the character of a 
reformatory than of a penal Institution, and especially that better facilities . 
and more time’ be provided for educational work. 


We have been long agitating ‘for a thorough reorganization of the 
Netocr Reformatory for Women.- As this Institution was designed as a 
reformatory, and not~simply.as an asylum, we desire to see reformatory 
methods adopted, and including an efficient system of classification, and 
especially so that women committed for vagrancy or petty offences, shall 
not be compelled to associate with fallen women. 


We have also been striving for many years to induce the Government 
to remove the Girls’ Refuge from the baneful influence of the Woman’s 
Reformatory and to establish it in a more appropriate locality. The 
influence of the former upon the latter, as now organized, must be bad. 
and only bad continually. 

3.9 With regard to, or in connection ocith; the jails of the Peahes, 
we are desirous of the following reforms :—(a) Better provision for keep- 
ing first offenders not only'separate from old offenders, but also separate 
from each other. (6) Separate accommodation (preferably in a County 
House of Industry) for the destitute poor. There are at the present time 
a number of persons of this class in the County Jails, many of them 
honest, respectable people—who are obliged. to spend their old age in 
association with the degraded: and the criminal (¢) We desire ‘the 
powers that be” to see the inutility and bad economy of sending old 
offenders to jail’ on short sentences. It is not reformatory and it is not 
deterrent. In this connection we would refer to the crying need for an 
Hospital or Industrial Reformatory for Inebriates. The habitual drunk- 
ard—-in the interests of sobriety, morality and public policy—should be 
provided, with accommodation other than that of the slums or the common 
Jail. In many cases drunkenness 1s a disease and requires medical treat- 
ment as well as persateny measures. .

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REPORT OF THE OVERSEER OF THE HOME AND THE 
INDUSTRIAL FARM. 


To the Warden and Councillors of the County of Norfolk in council 
assembled :— 


GENTLEMEN :-— 


I beg leave to present to you the following report for the year 
ending on the 31st day of December, 1893 :— 


There have been in the Home for a longer or shorter time during 
the year sixty-two inmates, and the average for the year has been 
forty-two. 


There are at the present time forty-two inmates, viz: thirty-one 
men, seven women, and four children.

There has been very little sickness in the Home during the year 
—not any contagious diseases. There has been seven deaths—five 
men and two women, who died of natural causes, nearly all being old 
and infirm. . 


The health of the inmates at the present time is as good as could 
be expected, considering their ages and infirmities. 


The products of the Farm for the year 1893 were as follows :— 


| 250 bus. corn, 87 bus. oats, 26 bus. rye, 75 bus. potatoes, 100 
bus. wheat, 58 bus. peas, 525 bus. turnips, 7 bus. onions, 15 bus. 
parsnips, 12 loads corn stalks, 12 tons hay, 1600 lbs. pork, ro bus. 
beets, 400 heads cabbage. Other garden vegetables were worth at 
least $20.00. 


This has nearly all been consumed by the inmates of the Home, 
and the horses, cows and hogs on the farm. 


There are eight good cows and one two year old heifer on the 
farm at the present time which supply all the milk and butter for the 
inmates. The cows are worth at least thirty dollars each per year to 
to the home or $240.00. 


’ _-The products of the farm have been a little less than they were 
in 1892 which I think can be accounted for by the extensive drought 
during the summer of 1893. ‘The tillage of the soil was equally of 
good, but the result was less satisfactory.
